Sketching 
in the background of the Revolution 
of 1922, the book proceeds to discuss 
control through the “state” by the

true Fascism and the rising power of 
Mussolini, Fascism’s coming of age and 
the forming of the secret, political 
police and the turning of the tide in 
1936 after the victory in Abyssinia. 
With its alliance with Germany and its 
defeat in Greece, Italy’s totalitarian way 
of life is shown to be wanting and in- 
ternational democracy its most serious 
menace.

“An illustrated guide to all edible 
flowering plants and ferns, and some 
of the more important mushrooms, sea- 
weeds and lichens growing wild in the 
region east of the Great Plains and 
Hudson bay and north of Peninsular 
Florida.” In chapter I the plants are 
classified according to uses — purées 
and soups, cooked green vegetables, 
salads, pickles, marmalades etc. Meth- 
ods of cooking are enumerated. In 
chapter II, poisonous flowering plants 
likely to be ‘mistaken for edible species 
are presented, and key-characters, and 
habitat and range given.
